Outstate members on the Brunk 
investigating committee which has 
been framing the formal impeach­ 
ment 
articles 
against 
the 
state 
treasurer, last night overrode Rep. 
Stanley P. Clay, democrat, of J oplin, 
chairman, in a move to report the 
charges back to the house today 
and postponed them until Friday. 
Leaders of the rural group then, 
it is understood, will 
move 
the 
articles, 
ordered 
drawn 
by 
the 
house two weeks ago, be taken up 
as a special order of business Tues­ 
day of next week, or later. Next 
Tuesday is 
the 
last day 
of the 
scheduled 7 0 days session and the 
last day the members get $5 per 
day, theij* salary dropping then to 
II per day. 
Meantime, the senate has the sur­ 
vey income and corporation tax in­ 
crease bills, passed in the house by 
the 
rural 
group, 
more 
than 
100 
strong for the survey program, cal­ 
endared for consideration this Thurs 
day as a special order of business. 
Efforts will be made to amend them 
and 
make 
substantial 
reductions, 
especially in the graduated Income 
tax increase proposal. 
Chairman Clay of the house Brunk 
committee returned to the capital 
yesterday, after being delayed by 
the blizaard on a trip home over 
the 
week-end, 
to 
discover 
the 
charges held up. 
Meeting of the 
committee were held yesterday and 
last night, Clay saying he wanted 
to report the formal articles back 
to the house today and move they 
be taken up Thursday. 
Representatives W. H. Meredith, 
democrat, Poplar Bluff; 
Rush 
H. 
Limbaugh, republican. Cape Girar­ 
deau; Nick M. Bradley, democrat, 
J ohnson county, and Don C. Carter 
democrat, Boone county, voting to 
postpone bringing them back to the 
house until Friday. 
As this is virtually the end of 
the legislative week, many members 
going home each week-end and not 
returning until late Monday, it will 
be 
almost impossible 
to 
get 
the 
articles up until next Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
And if the senate al­ 
ters the house survey tax bills too 
greatly and sends them back to the 
house with many amendments, fur­ 
ther attempts to block the Brunk 
matter may come. 
The rural and survey leaders fear 
that if the senate, somewhat antag­ 
onistic to the survey tax bills, gets 
the Brunk trial 
started, 
the 
re­ 
mainder of the time the legislature 
is here will be consumed with the 
trial and survey legislation thus side 
tracked.

There were three killed and sev­ 
eral injured in the accident. 


SENATE PASSED 
ROAD PATROL BILL 


J EFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 
11.—The 
Missouri 
senate 
today 
passed by a vote of 20 to 10 the 
bill sponsored by the Automobile 
Club of Missouri and recommended 
by Governor Caulfield providing for 
a state highway patrol. 
There 
w^as 
no 
debate 
on 
the 
measure when it came up for pas­ 
sage. 
As passed by the senate it pro­ 
vides for a superintendent of the 
patrol at an annual salary of $3,600; 
ten captains at $2,400 and all pa­ 
trolmen at salaries of $1,8 00. 
The 
governor will appoint the superin­ 
tendent, but funds for administra­ 
tion of the patrol will come from 
the 
State 
Highway 
Department 
money. 
The measure now^ goes to the 
house for action in that body, wiiere 
a similar bill has been engrossed. 
The 
house 
bill, 
however, 
w’as 
changed considerably and sponsors 
will endeavor to secure agreement 
to the senate measure which is vir­ 
tually as recommended by the spon­ 
sors. 
Efforts have been made for sev­ 
eral sessions to create a state liigh- 
W'ay patrol. 
This is the first time 
such 
a 
measure 
has 
passed the 
upper house. 
Those voting against the patrol 
were Senators Bales, Brogan, Casey, 
Crouse, 
Gordon, 
Henry, 
Kinney, 
Luther, McKittrick, democrats, and 
Depeleuer, republican. 
Two years ago the patrol idea 
was fought by the Missouri Federa­ 
tion of Labor, but this year the or­ 
ganization agreed to the proposal. 


OPPOSES DRAFT OF 
CAPITAL AND LABOR

ST. LOUIS. March 11.—Ed Mays, 
president of 
the 
Grand 
National 
Bank, today gave the Post-Dispatch 
a new' version of the origin of the 
negotiations w^hich led to the recent 
recovery of $8 22,000 of stolen bonds 
for a reward. 
Mays told the newspaper that Ar­ 
thur C. Hilmer, senior partner of 
the defunct brokerage firm of Lor­ 
enzo E. 
Anderson & 
Co., and a 
minority stockholder of the bank 
not only was the first man to in­ 
form him that the loot could be re­ 
covered, but also stated that an un­ 
derworld character had approached 
Hilmer in his downtown brokerage 
office with an offer to return the 
stolen securities. 
The previous story given the pub­ 
lic w'as that Edward Foristel, at­ 
torney, received the first tip that 
the stolen bonds could be recover­ 
ed and that Emmett Myers, repre­ 
sentative of an insurance company 
w'hich insured the bank, received 
the second tip in an anonymus tele­ 
phone call and that as a result of 
these tips J oseph L. Lemon, state 
representative, was employed to deal 
for return of the bonds. 
Meanw^hile the grand jury’s third 
session of its investigation of the 
return of the bank loot, began this 
afternoon, with the examination of 
Hilmer. 
The jury has subpoenaed 
accountants who made a receiver's 
audit of 
the 
defunct 
brokerage 
firm, commenting upon the calling 
of the accountants, one of the six 
partners in the brokerage firm said 
“ I can state positively that the firm 
had no interest w'hatsoever in the 
securities 
taken 
from 
the 
Grand 
National Bank, and never at any 
time did they enter the accounts 
or w'ere they in the possession of 
the company in any w'ay.” 
Mays, in his story of the return 
of the loot quoted Hilmer as fol­ 
lows in regard to receiving the tip 
on how’ the stolen bonds could be 
returned. 
“ ‘An underw’orld character came 
into my office at Anderson 
& Co., 
and told me he could return your 
securities. 
It made me very nerv- 
ious to be in the presence of a 
character of that kind and I told 
him I wouldn’t have anything to 
do with a thing of that kind. But 
I gave him the name and address of 
Mr. Myers of the bonding company 
and suggested to him that he go to 
Myers and arrange for the return 
of the securities. 
“ ‘Later on I called on Mr. Myers 
and told him of my conversation 
with the underw’orld character. Mr. 
Myers seemed for a moment to he 
a little reluctant about dealing that 
way; wiiereupon I told him that if 
he w'ouldn’t deal with the under- 
w'orld character, I w'ould’.” 
Mays said he w’as grateful to Hil­ 
mer for the investigation. 
“ Later on,” Mays continued, “ Mr. 
Myers got in touch with us and 
told us he W'as endeavoring to re­ 
cover our bonds from the source 
supplied by Mr. Hilmer.’’

The man who was at the head 
of America’s military establishment 
during the world war recommends, 
instead, a gradual process of price

11.—Renewed hopes for a change 
in the senatorial districts of Mis­ 
souri W'ere expressed today follow'- 
ing a conference 
of 
democratic 
members of the state senate last 
night. 
After a two 
hours’ 
discussion, 
the democratic members emerged 
from the conference room w’ith an 
announcement the majority had de­ 
cided to “ go ahead” on senatorial 
redistricting. 
Because of the lateness of the 
session members have 
feared 
no 
change in the senatorial districts 
could be made . Several bills are 
before the 
senate 
elections 
com­ 
mittee, but a committee substitute 
will be prepared. 
No formal announcement as to 
policy was made. 
Senator Lon S. 
Haymes, Springfield, president pro 
tem, said no argrcement as to ap­ 
portionment of the thirty-four dis­ 
tricts had been discussed. 
It is understood St. Louis citi­ 
zens ask the city be apportioned 
eight senators, and that two more 
be given the county. 
Kansas City 
is understood to want four, on the 
basis of population. 
Republicans for years have in­ 
sisted on a revision of the sena­ 
torial districts, asserting the pres­ 
ent status 
is 
a 
“ gerrymander” 
which gives democrats control of 
the upper house. 
The democratic majority also dis­ 
cussed the proposed plan for con­ 
gressional 
redistricting, 
under 
which 
the 
state 
is 
divided 
into 
thirteen districts, eight democratic 
and five republican. 
The bills in 
both houses are identical and are 
on the calendar for engrossment. 
Some opposition to the plan has 
developed. 
Congressman 
M. 
A. 
Romjue, democrat, of Macon, is op­ 
posed to the proposal because it 
splits his district. 
Some opposition 
also 
has 
developed 
in 
northwest 
Missouri. 
^ 
Plans already are under way for 
referring the redistricting 
bill to 
a x^ote of the people if it is passed 
and signed by the governor, it is 
reported here. 
Such a procedure 
would require all thirteen congress­ 
men to be elected at large by a 
state-wide vote.

WASHINGTON. March 11.—A re­ 
newed disavow’al that a new politi­ 
cal party was being formed, advo­ 
cacy of government operation of 
pow’er plants and an eight point 
tariff program today w'ere laid be­ 
fore the meeting of Republican and 
Democratic independents. 
In calling the meeting to order, 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, pro­ 
jected the pow’er issue to the fore 
and replied to the questions pro 
pounded to him last night by Re­ 
publican Leader Watson of the sen­ 
ate with a re-assertion that no new 
party W'as being created. 
Senator Costigau of Colorado, a 
demroca. and a former member of 
the tariff commission, proposed the 
tariff program, w^hich among other 
things called for tariff laws to pro­ 
mote “ p'‘onomic disarmament.” 
Costigan 
introduced 
Senator 
Blaine, republican, Wisconsin, who 
remarked that the present tariff 
commission w’as organized “ under 
the great 
ngineer of disaster.” 
The reference to the President 
drew 
some 
applause 
and 
some 
laughter. 
Blaine urged that a tariff com­ 
mission be organized as an instru­ 
ment of the legislative and not of 
the executive department. 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
told the conference that the depres­ 
sion in America has been “ deeply

These offered slender clues w’hich 
might lead to the apprehension of 
the killer as 
brutal as 
the 
one 
who kidnaped, slew and dismember­ 
ed Marion Parker in Los Angeles 
four years ago. It was through fin­ 
gerprints 
that 
William 
Edward 
Hickman w*as identified and later 
executed for the Parker girl’s mur­ 
der. 
A search which spread fanw’ide 
from Oakland, Cal., across Arizona 
and New Mexico to the Texas Pan­ 
handle followed the disappearance 
of Virginia Brooks the morning of 
February 11 after she left her home 
for school.

Moses, who was led to the sack by 
his sheep dog, convinced officers 
the girl had been slain in or near 
San Die^o.

Recently, said Dr. Go o dman, scien­ 
tific ev idence has been accumulating 
that befo re ado lscence all the hair

o f the head remain under the sym­ 
pathetic system, the fringe passing 
under do minio n o f the central nerv ­ 
o us system. 
The latter co nsists o f 
the cranial and spinal nerv es co n­ 
cerned with v o luntady mo v ements. 
The co mmo n male baldness be­ 
gins at the time o f change o f this 
nerv o us co ntro l. 
The area o f bald­ 
ness agrees with the pattern o f the 
area which remains under the sym­ 
pathetic nerv o us co ntro l.

LONDON, March 11.—The terms 
of the British-Franco-Italian naval 
accord, 
transforming 
the 
London 
naval pact into a virtual five-power 
agreement, w'ere made public today 
in the form of a memorandum by 
Arthur Henderson, the foreign sec­ 
retary. 


Its terms cover three outstand­ 
ing consideration in the armaments 
situation—technical problems of Bu- 
ropena 
naval 
power 
are 
swept 
aw’ay; renewal of an armament race 
such as led to the world war has, 
it is hoped been prevented; 
suc­ 
cess of the world armament confer­ 
ence at Geneva next year is brought 
measurable closer. 
The 3,000 w^ords of its text are 
the fruits of dramatic negotiations 
by Arthur Henderson, foreign sec­ 
retary. and A. V. Alexander, first 
lord of the admiralty, with repre­ 
sentatives of France and Italy. 
Week before last, at the comple­ 
tion 
of 
preliminary 
negotiations, 
these two hurried to Paris, then to 
Rome, obtaining in 
both 
capitals 
agreement to the terms of this ac­ 
cord which in effect transforms the 
London naval pact 
into 
a 
five- 
power agreement. 
It is based on the principle of 
continuance of the present Franco- 
Italian 
tonnage 
ratio 
until 
1936, 
filling a gap in the London treaty 
by bringing the French and Italian 
fleets within the effective operation 
of the pact signed at St. J ames’ 
Palace last spring. 
Under the 
new 
accord 
France 
and Italy accept all provisions of 
part three of the 
London 
naval 
treaty which they declined to ap­ 
prove last spring. 
The building provisions give both 
France and Italy the right to com­ 
plete before December, 1936, two 
capital ships 
w'hose 
displacement 
shall not exceed 23,333 tons and 
w'hose gun caliber shall not exceed 
12 inches. 
Each nation may build 4,000 tons 
of aircraft carriers. 
These • two 
categories, 
capital 
ships 
and 
aircraft 
carriers, 
are 
regulated by the Washington trea­ 
ty. 
As for v essels wTiose tonnage is 
regulated 
by 
the 
London 
treaty, 
the Henderson memorandum says 
that neither France nor Italy will 
build any more submarines other 
than for completion of their 1930 
programs 
and 
for 
replacement 
over-age tonnage. 
As regards cruisers, France and 
Italy agree that after completion 
of the 1930 class they will build no 
more big cruisers—those carrying 
armament 
larger 
than six inch 
guns. 
This clause is effectiv e dur­ 
ing the life of the present agree­ 
ment. 
In the small cruiser category the 
two nations agree that tonnage of 
newT construction to be completed 
shall not exceed the tonnage which 
is replaceable in this category be­ 
fore December 31, 1936. 
The agreement was published as 
a “ memorandum on the results of 
the negotiations with France and 
Italy for the reduction of naval 
armaments.” 
The text is that pre­ 
sented by Mr. Henderson to parlia­ 
ment. 
The memorandum 
sta tes agree­ 
ment has been reached by the three 
nations on all points. 
Terms of 
the settlement are dependent upon 
the approval of all signatories to 
the London pact, 
including 
the 
United States and J apan. 
The basis of the Franco-Italian 
agreement as outlined in the memo­ 
randum is the detailing of the limits 
of 
both 
the 
French 
and 
Italian 
building programs in all fleet cate­ 
gories until 1936. 
It is estimated by naval experts 
that France will continue to hold 
a superiority of about 157,000 tons 
over the Italian fleet, although this 
is not stated explicitly in the memo­ 
randum.
